Rev. M. E. Cady's Last Sermon n D.*on. 


The Rev, M. E. Cady , of the M. E. 
church, ha ving preached here the allotted 
lime, according to the rules of the organ­ 
ization,

and therefore last Sabbath evening he 
ck-livcrid a farewell sermon to our people. 
There was present a very large audience. 
He took for his text the following: ‘ But 
God forbid that I should glory , save in 
I the cross of our Lord Jesu9 Christ, by 
! whom the world is crucified unto me and 
I unto the world.” 
The Reverend speaker 
I opened with an eloquent tribute to the 
| Cross, showing that it is toila y the tin 
! blem of the world’» greatest trmmp9 in 
art, learning, material, progress, etc. 
Then he showed how in the day s of the 
discinies and in all the y ears before 
Chlrst ’he cros3 was a badge of disgrace; 
as the gibbet is in our day . 
The cross 
was used as an instrument of death for 
the most despised criminals. 
Then he 
drew a touching lesson from the way the 
disciples were despised by the wicked 
world of their time, arguing from that 
fact the manner in which Christians now’ 
must disregard the worldly opinions of 
the worldly . 
The proposition 
“ Why 
should Paul glory iu the cross” was log­ 
ically argued by Mr. Cady at some length. 
The great Roman and Greek nations de­ 
spised the disciples because they were 
followers of One who met death on the 
cross. 
He touchingly spoke of the heroic 
manner in which Paul pursued the legions 
of darkness; how he beat down the oppo­ 
nents of truth and with fortitude be faced 
fierce mobs and cruel tribunals, and re- 
buKed heathenism and sin in the ir strong 
holds; and combatted vain philosophy in 
its classic cloisters. 
The sermon was 
quite long. 
We regret that we have not 
room for it all. 
Mr. Cady closed his elo­ 
quent sermon in the following words a d­ 
dressed particularly to the church here 
and referring to bis closing hours with 
friends in this city : 
Christian friends, have we not reason 
to-night to glory in the cross of Cnrist? 
It has brought us selfdenial, it has brought 
us the alienation of friends, but, thank 
God, it has brought us Jesus to dwell in 
our hearts; it has brought us tranquil 
minds, it has brought us peace with God, 
it has brought us joy in our souls. 
More 
than that it has brought salvation to our 
homes, it has brought us sustaining grace 
in sickness, and it promises us eternal 
glory in the kingdom of God. 
My broth­ 
er, as y ou go from th?s house go crucified 
unto the world and the world unto y ou, 
go to be the Lord’s, go to be marked fol­ 
lowers of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Falter 
not, faint not by the way , live a crucified 
life and y our children and y our friends 
will come home one by one. 
Be enthus­ 
iastic, hearty , joy ous in y our service. 
Carry the cross with a triumphant air. 
Hold it up and rejoice as y ou are holding 
It. 
Be glad to have the world see that 
y ou are a disciple of Christ and that y ou 
are bound for the kingdom. 
Why should 
a mau be ashamed to have it known that 
he is going to heaven, or that he loves 
Jesus, or that he i9 tiy ing to live a ¿ rood 
life? 
Ashamed! No, rather will we go 
shouting, Thanks be unto God which giv 
eth 11s the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.

The mints sent out during the week ending

In the corresponding week last y ear the issue

In Day ton, Ohio, George Zeigler drank 
twenty -two glasses of whisky on a wager, 
walked 200 y ards toward home, sat down,and 
was found soon afterward waiting for the 
coroner. 
A game of cards for a quart of whisky was 
play ed at Blue Ridge, Tex., and

knives.

In Detroit, on Sunday night, a pouch of 
mail for Chicago wus stolen while on the way 
to or at the mail car.
